HIRING MEN BY HUNDREDS. 


Vast ‘Contracts Let for Stone and 
Building Material. 


Oakland, Cal., April 20.—Oakiand tempo- 
rarily hae taken the place of San Francisco 
as the metropolis of the Pacific coast, and 
here the finance kings, the bankers, and 
merchants of the San Francisco of yesterday 
are gathering and conferring and getting into 
shape the first plans for the rebuilding of 
the burned city. 

In the face of enormous loss and the com- 
plete wiping out of the commercial life of 
the empire city of the Pacific, the leaders 
of trade and commerce here are cheerful and 
confident. 

Ready to Go to Work. 

The governor, the bank commissioners, the 
architects, the insurance offices, and the rep- 
resentatives of many of the large commercial 
enterprises are now in the city arranging of- 
fices and clearing the way for the smooth 
adjustment of affairs that will lighten the 
heavy hand of disaster that has 
everything in common ruin. 

The news that the money in the vaults of 
the banks in San Francisco is safe and that 
all the banks will pay in full as soon as calm 
takes the place of the disorder of the pres- 
ent, has done much to prevent panic. 

The big construction companies here have 
opened up employment offices and tonight 
hundreds of survivors have been employed 
to be sent immediately to the quarries, that 
there may be no lack of building and repair 
material. 


Hopeful of the Future. 

Already many of the buildings damdged 
by the earthquake of Wednesday morning 
are being repaired and activity of a healthy 
and reassuring sort is stirring all about. 

Should the relief trains and money to aid 
the homeless poor arrive quickly, that famine 
and pestilence and wrétchedness may not 


-add their horrors to the present calamity, one 


with a sufficient amount of fortitude may 
look on the present plight of the city not 
without a strong confidence in the future. 
Through all of the digaster the splendid, in- 
domitable, courageous epirit of the west hes 
asserted itself. 


LETTERS GO WITHOUT STAMPS. 


Mail from San Francisco Will Be 
Handled Free of Postage Until 
Further Notice. 


Oakland, Cal., April 20.—It is announced 
that until further notice letters from San 
Francisco will be sent thremgh the mails 
free of postage. This has been made neces- 
sary on account ef the unprecedented de- 
mand for stamps, which the local postoffice 
cannot supply.

Eleven Postal’ Clerke Survive 
“Burial Three Days in Ruins. 


SCORES OF VICTIMS FOUND. 


195 Bodies in Lodging Howse and 100 
in Cosmopolitan Hotel. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 20.—Bleven post- 
al clerks were taken from the débris of the 
postoffice today. All were thought ‘to be 
dead, but it was found that, although they 
were buried in the stone, every one was 
alive. They had been for three days without 
food or water. All the mail was saved. 


Scores of Dead in Ruins. 

The three story lodging house at Fifth and 
Minne streets collapsed during the earth- 
quake and over seventy-five dead bodies have 
been taken out. There are at least fifty other 
dead bodies exposed. This building was one 
of the first to take fire on Fifth street. 

At least 100 people were lost in the Cosmo- 
politan hotel on Fourth street. 


One Hotel That Escaped. 

The only building standing between Mis- 
sion, Howard, Mast, and Stewart streets is 
the San Pablo hotel, which is oocupied and 

running, 

The shot tower, at First and Howard 
streets, is gone This landmark was bullt 
forty years ago. 

The Risdon Iron works is partly destroyed. 

The Great Western Smelting and Refining 
works escaped damage, also the Mutual 
Blectric Light works, with slight damage 
to the American Rubber company and the 
Vietagas Engine company. Folger Brothers’ 
coffee and spice house is also uninjured, and 
the firm is giving away large quantities of 
bread and milk. 

Many are dropping dead from the heat and 
from suffocation. :

USELESS TO SEND TELEGRAMS. 


Messenger Service in Ruined City Non- 
existant and It Is Almost Impossi- 
ble to Locate Individuals. 


San Francieco, Cal., April 20,—The delivery 
of telegraphic messages from outside points 
to people in San Francisco is an impossibility. 
The messenger service of both the big tele- 
graph companies no longer exists. 

Even had the companies an army of mes- 

they would be of little value, for the 
reasons that the people are scattered far 
and wide and that a journey from the ferry 
pbuilding to the western addition or to the 
refugee camps consumes many hours. 

Most of the automobiles have been im- 
pressed into the service of the police or miM- 
tary authority, and these have but one cir- 
cultoug route from the one telegraph station 
at the water front to municipal headquar- 
ters and the unswept western portions. 


Send Messages by Train. 

Los Angeles, Cal., April 20.—Unable to es- 
tabligh telegraphic communication with the 
north, the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany sent more than 6,000 private messages 
to San Francisco and Oakland by train last 
night, to be delivered by special messengers 
im the stricken cities today.

An gasterly wind, whith early today 
checked the flames on the edge of the rich 
residential district. in the western addition, 
arousing the hope that the worst was over 
and the destruction at an end, ¢witched to 
the northwest late tonight, and now, blow- 
ing a gale, is driving the fire before it. 

The end ef the devastation i not yet in 
sight. This new blow has stunned both civil 
and military authorities. 


Gale Sweeping Down Ruins 

The city is in absolute darkness save for 
the glare of the flames driving on toward the 
immense ferry building. Over all the gale 
is howling. 

It ie sweeping down the hulke of the big 
buildings along Market street, gutted by the 
firee of yesterday and the day before. 

Market street is simply a vast ridge of de- 
brig. It is impassable, cutting off the retreat 
of the 300,000 persons crowded into Golden 
Gate park and the Presidio. 

The wind veered around te the northwest 
mate In the afternoon. By T o'clock it hed 
increased to @ gale. It has been steadily 
growing stronger and as it increased in ve- 
locity the fire increased in fury. 

It swept along the water front fed by im- 
mense warehouses and lumber yards that up 
til then had escaped. At midnight the van- 
guard of the flames was within a quarter of 
a mile of the ferry bulidings, where are 
housed the starting place of every method of 
transportation from the city. 


All Escape May Be Cut Of. 

Tt seems impossible that the Ferry butld- 
ing can be saved. When it goes the city with 
all ite homelese thousands will be cut off 
absolutely. Worse than this, every means of 
getting relfef stores into the city quickly will 
have been destroyed. - 

T o'clock the fire was raging over fifty 
acres of the water front lying between Bay 
street and the end of Meiggs‘and Fisherman's 
wharf. 

To the eastward it extended down te the 
sea wall, but had not reached the plers, which 
He a quarter of a mile toward the cast. 


Flee from Emergency Hospital.

Lose Angeles, Cal., April 20.—[{Special.J— 
Several men prominent in local business life, 
who passed through the earthquake horror at 
San José, reached home today. Among them 
were State Senator Cornelius Pendleton, J. P. 
Maier of the Maier & Seobelin Brewing com- 
pany, and Thomas Thompson. All of them 
had thrilling escapes, Speaking of his “er 
riences, Senator Pendleton said: 

“After the earthquake we made the 
rounds.of the city in an automobile and saw 
at least twenty dead, At St. Agnew’s hos- 
pital for the insane we counted sixty wead 
among the inmates and there were many 
more. Practically every brick and stone 
structure in San José was totally or par- 
tially demolished. 

»* We were all at the Vendome hotel. The 
shock of the earthquake was so severe the 
floors and walls of the building colldpsed at 
ence and those of us who escaped made our 
way as best we could out of the ruins. On 
the side of the hotel where my room wasthere 
was a large tree. The side wall of my room 
fell against this tree, which also sustained 
that portion of the roof, preventing it .rom 
falling in onus, . 

‘* My peom was on the second floor, but 
when I picked myself up I was in the base- 
ment of the building. I crawled up and out 
over the débris and escaped through a win- 
dow on a level with the ground, After get- 
ting out I found this was one of the third 
story windows. Those of us who were un- 
injured at once set about assisting the less 
fortunate. I saw one dead woman in the 
hotel. We carried her out. The remainder 
of the dead were in various parts of the town, 
The residence district wae not badly dam- 
aged. Martial law had been declared in the 
city when we left, . 


Fire Starts, but Is Checked. 

“Among the Jlarge buildings that were 
totally demolished were the hall of justice, 
the First Presbyterian church, the Catholic 
cathedral, the Hale block, the Vendome hotel, 
and several other large buildings I don't know 
the names of. Fire broke out following the 
earthquake in several quarters, but fortu- 
nately the water mains were uninjured and 
the spread of the fames was checked.” 

Willlam White, sheriff of this county, this 
morning as he stepped off the train from San 
José, said thé towh is the worst wreck he ever 
saw. 

“When I left there yesterday morning,” 
he continued, “‘ nineteen dead bodies had been 
recovered and there was a possibility that 
others would be found. I reached Agnew 
asylum a few hours later In an automobile 
and was one of the first on the spot. There! 
helped to carry out sixty corpses.” At noon, 
when I arrived at San José, it was believed 
fhat fully 100 bodies were still in the ruins, 

“There is not a brick or stone building 
of two stories or over In San José today that 
has not been leveled to the ground or that 
will not have to be torn @own. Some fires 
started after the quake, but the fire de- 
partment soon had them under control, 

“ Crowds of insane persons were running 
about in the grounds, unwatched and un- 
cared for. I helped to take jut the body of 
Dr. Kelly, assistant tendent of the 
asylum, who had been Instantly killed. A 
nurse, Who was also — out of the ruins

Santa Clara county ewore in several hundred 
special deputies and some of these went out 
at once to take charge of the asylum. 

“San José ts under martial law and the 
city is thoroughly patrolled by the militia. 
The dead were all residents of the town. Of 
the many visitors of the Royal Arch, sheriffs 
and-supervisors, only. a few received slight 
injuries. 

‘After getting away from Ban José I saw 
evidences of the earthquake at Niles, and 
even as far as Livermore, in. the shape of 
fallen chimneys and broken giass.” © 


Many Buildings Wrecked. 

Among the buildings wrecked in San José 
are the St. Patrick's church, First Presby- 
terlan church, Centella Methodist Bpiscopal 
church, Central Christian, and South Metho- 
dist church badly damaged. 

Every building on the west side.of First 
street, from St. James park to San Fernando 
Street, are either down, toppling, or badly 
cracked, and every one of them will have to 
be rebuilt. The Augerias - building, Biks 
club, Unique theater, and many other. build- 
ings on Santa Clara street are down on the 
ground. 

On Second street the six. story Dougherty 
building and several adjoining blocks were 
destroyed by fire. The new high school in 
Normal Park is a complete wreck, 

The Nevada & Porter building, on Second 
street, and the Rucker. building, on Third 
and Santa Clara streets, are also ruined. 

The annex to the Vendome hotel was 
wrecked, Thomas G. O'Toole being the only 
one killed. 


WOMEN TELL OF THEIR ESCAPE. 


Aged Tourist Pays $250 for Short 
Auto Rides—A Visiting Physi- 
clan’s Experience. 


Los Angeles, Cal./ Apri! 20.—{Special.]— 
Among the refugees who reached here today 
was Mrs. 8. Spicer Dickenson, an aged wom- 
an of Brooklyn, N. ¥. With her is her niece, 
Mise Beatrice Crane, and Clara BE. Wheelock. 
Mrs. Dickenson, who is at the Westmineter 
hotel, is ill, cédmpletely prostrated by the 
terrible scenes she witnessed and the fatigue 
of the journey. 

Mrs. Dickenson and her twe young com- 
panions were members of an excursion party 
that arrived at the Palace hotel two days 
before the calamity befell San Francisco. 
When the first gteat tremble caused the big 
caravansary to rock and sway the three 
women dressed hurriedly while plaster fell 
about them, and leaving their trunks, sought 
the street. 


Pay 8250 for Auto Rides, 
A laundry wagon driver gave Mrs. Dicken- 
pon @ seat with him and drove west out of the 
b district away from eee of 
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tall buildings. The younger women walked. 
At Market end Valencia streets the wagon 
driver turned back to carry others to safety. 

After waiting more-than an hour, only to 
be refused a hundred times or more, a young 
man with an automobile agreed to make. the 
attempt to reach San José for §150, The price 
te the terror stricken women was e trifle 
At San José they paid $100 for another auto- 
mobile to take them to Salinas, where they 
caught a train for this city. 

Dr. Woods Hutchinson, consulting physt- 
cian at Arrowhead Hot Springs, was another 
of the passengers who arrived today frori 
San Francisco. He was occupying a room 
om the fourth floor of the St. Francis hotel 
when the great earthquake came. 


Horror of Plunging Hotels. 

“ The shock awoke me,’’ said Dr, Hutchin- 
son, “and the hotel wae surging and shriek- 
ing like a ehip at sea. The sensation was 
similar to that experienced by myself tn 
a Kaneae cyclone some years ago. It was 
as if the universe wae crashing about my 
ears. 

“ There were four or five plunging shocks, 
one after another. The hotel wae badly 
cracked and warped but it withstecd the 
shock nobly. It came out of the quake about 
the best of any of the buildings I saw.” 

Dr. Hutchinson, after. dressing, went out 
on the streets, and learning that the in 
jured men were being taken to the Mechan- 
ics’ pavilion he made Hie way there and 
volunteered his services. 

‘* Between 800 and 400 wounded were cared 
for while that building stood. I saw eleven 
dead who succumbed to wounds after be. 
ing brought in. ‘None of the wounded 
was burned in that building as reported, 
at least I believe not. When the fremen 
warned the physicians and nurses that the 
building was doomed wagons were brought 
and the wounded were loaded in. When 1 
left there were not to exceed a dogen re. 
maining and the fire had not yet reached 
the duilding. 


Exodus from the St. Francis. 

“One of the most astonishing things, to 
my mind, connected with the whole afeir 
is the calmness with which the catastrophe 
was met by the people. There were no 
screams, no cries. Immediately the city was 
shaken down the people began taking what 
of their personal effects they could get hola 
of and making their way to open places, 1 
with most of the other guests of the s¢. 
Francis, staid at that hotel until midnighs 
when we were forced out by the fire, 

“T took a blanket and my personal e- 
fects and made my way to one of the 
and passed the remainder of the night there. 
There were no vehicles to be had, and these 
would have been useless had there been, on 
account of the mountains of débrig in the 
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valuable belongings packed in trunks drag- 
ging them about the streets by ropes at- 
tached to the trunks or by huge bundles b- 
ing dragged behind.” 


CHINATOWN UNDER THE GROUND 


Quake and Fire Uncover Subterranean 
City at Frisco—Many Roasted 
Alive in Secret Passages. 


Les Angeles, Cal., April 20.—“ Strange is 
the scene where San Francisco's Chinatown 
stood,”’ gays W. W. Overton, who reached 
Los Angeles today among the refugees. “ No 
heap of smoking ruins marks the site of the 
wooden warrens where the slant-eyed men of 
the orient dwelt in thousands. The place is 
pitted with deep holes and seared with dark 
passageways, from whose depths come smoke 
wreaths, Ail the wood has gone and the 
winds are streaking the ashes. 

“Men, white men, never knew the depth 
of Chinatown’s underground city,” says Mr. 
Overton. “ They often talked of these sub- 
terranean runways. And many of them had 
gone beneath the street levels, two and three 
stories. But now that Chinatown has been 
unmasked, for the destroyed buildings were 
only a mask, men from the hillside have 
looked on where ite inner secrets lay. In 
places they can see passages 100 feet deep. 

“The fire swept this Mongolian section 
clean. It left no shred of the painted wooden 
fabric. It ate down to the bare ground and 
thie lies stark, for the breezes have taken 
away the light ashes. Joss houses and mis- 
sion schools, grocery stores and opium dens, 
gambling helle and theaters—al!l of them 
went. The buildings blazed up like tissue 
paper lanterns used when the guttering can- 
dies touched their sides. 

From this place I, following the fire, saw 
hundreds of right crazed yellow men fice. 
In their arms they bore their opium pipes, 
their money bags, their silks, and their chil- 
dren. Beside them ran the baggy trousered 
women, and some of them hobbled painfully. 

“These were the men and women of the 
surface. Far beneath the street levels in 
those cellars and passageways were many 
others. Women who never saw the day from 
their darkened prisons and their biinking 
jailors were caught like rats ina huge trap. 
Their bonee were eaten by the flames. 

“ And now there remain only the holes. 
They pit the hiliside ke a multitude of 
ground swallow nests. They go to depths 
which the police never penetrated. The se- 
erets of those burrows will never be known, 
fer into them the hungry fire firet sifted 
ite read coals and then licked eagerly in 
tongues of creeping fames, finally obliterat- 
ing everything except the earth itself.”

FACE BIG FOOD PROBLEM. 


Civic and Military Authorities 
Bend Every Energy to Feed- 
ing Destitute Citizens. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 20.—The problem 
iow confronting the city government and 
federal authorities is how to feed the multi- 
tude of destitute. Supplies are coming in by 

the trainioad, but as yet the system of distri- 
‘bution is not in complete working order. 

At the Presidio, wheré probably 50,000 peo- 
ple are camped, affairs.are conducted with 
military precision. 
rations are dealt out all day long. The ref- 
ugees stand patiently fn line and there is 
not a murmur.

- Golden Gate Park was. the mecca of the 
destitute. This immense playground the 
municipality has been converted into a wast 
mushroom city that bears strikitig resem- 
‘blanee’ to the * ,eting towns located on the 
‘border of a government reservation about to 
be opened to public settlement. 
_ The common destitution and suffering have 
wiped out all social, financial, and racial dis- 
tinctions. The man who last Tuesday was a 
“prosperous merchant is occupying with his 
family a little plot of ground that adjoins 
the open air home of a laborer. The white 
man of California has forgotten his an- 
tipathy to the Asiatic race and is maintaining 
friendly relations with his new Chinese and 
Japanese neighbors. 


Money Loses Much of Its Value.

Money this afternoon had little value. The 
family who had had foresight to lay in the

stoves, but over 95 per cent of the refugees 
are doing their cooking on little camp fires 
made of brick or stone. Kitchen utensils 
that. last week would have been regarded 
with contempt are today articles of high 
‘value. 

. Many of the homeless people are.in posses- 
sion of comfortable clothing and bed cover- 
ing, but the great bulk of them are in need.

their only protection against the penetrating 
_ fog of the ocean’ or the chilling dew of the 
morning. Fresh meat disappearéd Wednes- 
Gay morning and canned foods and bread- 
stuffs are the only victuals in evidence. 


. Society Girl’s Bed a Grave. 

Not alone are the parks the places of ref- 
' ege. Every large vacant lot in the safe zones 
has been preémpted, and even thé cemeteries 
are crowded. , 

A well known young woman of social posi- 
tion, when asked today where she had spent 
the night, replied, ‘‘ On a grave.”’ 

Throughout the entire western portion of 
‘the peninsular county of San Francisco these 
camps are located. The municipal ‘safety 
committee has had plans for concentrating 
the homeless people in several great camps, 

but, unless they are forcibly herded together 
like cattle this scheme seems impossible of 
‘pecomplishment. o 

Maj. McKeever of the United States army 
has been appointed commandant of the 
_ tamps, and with his staff of assistants was 
today trying to. bring some sort of system 
and order out of the chaotic condition. 


Peril of Epidemic Arises. 

His first thought is to supply food and 
water and then arrange sanitary measures. 
These throngs of people crowded elbow to 
elbow in the open lots and fields without 
conveniences that are naturally demanded 
are threatened with an epideniic of disease’ 
unless some wise precautions are speedily 
observed. The authorities even as early as 
yesterday had been constructing necessary 
bulldings. 

Good order and fellowship seem to pre- 
vail in these impromptu settlemerts and 
the cOmMmon ruin and poverty have made all 
of the unfortunates kin. 

In buildings close to the camps the police 
are storing available foodstuffs and bed- 
elothing for convenient delivery. That there 
will be a just and equa! distribution of sup- 
plies is evident from, the temper of the city 
aG@ministration. No distinctions are drawn 
and but few favors shown 

The grave queston fs: How soon will an 
adequate supply of food arrive from outside 
points and avert famine and destitution? 
There is little food in San Francisco outside 
of what little each person possesses and this 
' @&nmot last more than a few days. 


City Far from Relief Points. 

San Francisco is, geographically, an 1sv- 
lated city. Its nearest large. neighbor on the 
, south {8° Loew Angeles, 600 miles away. ‘To 
‘the north is Portland, nearly 800 miles dis- 
tant, and its nearest sister in'the great east 
jis Salt Lake City, 1,000 miles away. These 
cities and all of the less populated nearer 
towns afe making sacrifices for the destitute 
“here, but ft is to the big cities of the nation 

that San Francisco looks with anxious eyes 
for relief in its time of need. 


Free Transportation for Destitute. 
Owing to the short supplies of provisions 
in the city General Manager Edward E. Ca!- 
vin of the Southern Pacific rail hfs ar- 
ranged to take all the destitute people pos- 
sible on the ferries to Oakland and send them 
‘out on local trains to points in California 
without charge.

calities are powerless to hélb the survivors.’ Out- 
side assistance is imperatively and instantly 
manded. What is to be dotie for the relief of those 


made destitute by this calamity, if ipis to beat the}. 


best service, must be done at once.” Delay in the 
transmission of help will not merely prolong the 
distress but will add to the already long list of 
fatalities. 


Instant Assistance Needed. 

In this distressful situation, as governor of the 
state of Illinois, I appeal to the charitabie people 
of IUllinois to contribute liberally, through all 
available channels, toe funds for the benefit of 
the earthquake victims, and suggest that the trans- 
mission of such funds be intrusted to the’ Améri- 
can Natjonal Red Cross society, as suggested 
by President Roosevelt, for distribution by this 
society.

MILLIONAIRE CAN’T GET FOOD. 


John Singleton, Los Angeles, Stranded 
in Oakland After His Escape from 
the Burning City.

, Oakland, Cal., April 20.—Among the 
refugees from San Francisco who found 
themselves stranded in this city today were 
John Singleton#%a Los Angeles millionaire, 
his wife, and her sister. The Singletdéne were 
staying at the Palace hotel when the earth- 
quake shock occurred on Wed@nesday morn- 
ing. Mr. Singleton gives the folowing ac- 
eount of his experience: ‘ 

ae The shock wrecked the rooms in which 
we were sleeping. We managed to get our 
élothes on and get out immediately.

The pedple who find 
themselves without money in Oakland are 
numerous and all are having difficulty in 
securing cash, owing to the banks and all 
business houses being closed by proclamation 
of the governor. Those who are unable to 
buy food, however, are being supplied by the 
local relief committees and by the various 
churches, which are being thrown open to 
accommodate the homeless from across the 


bay. 


MUST HELP HOMELESS FIRST. 


Ambassador Reid in Landon Says His 
Losses Will Not Be Considered Until 
the Sufferers Are Cared For.

If the disabled maine could have 
been promptly isolated the pressure could 
presumably have been maintained in the 
rest of the water system—provided the 
pumping station or stations remained intact. 
The appalling results of thie unforeseen 
failure of water carry a lesson for Chicago, 

The usefulness of Chicago’s water sye- 


tem as a source of protection against fire 


requires the integrity both of pumps and 
of pipes. Most of the city’s eight principal 
pumping stations are more or less perfectly 
isolated from other buildings and are so 
scattered as to.afford security in their loca- 
tion against being all affected by a great 
fire disaster. On the other hand, several 
of them would certainly be swept.away or 
at least put out of service by a real con- 
flagration involving their districts. Some 
are exposed in a manner clearly contradict- 
ing ideas of prudence. 

The danger of having the water ee 
fail on account of breaks im maine or of 
openings in hydrants is probably still more 
serious than the danger of having pumping 
stations burned. The Chicago water sys 
tem is a unit, and, in consequence, the de- 
struction of one pumping station need not 
leave the adjacent territory dry. At the 
same time a serious leak at one point would, 
if not promptly stopped, affect the entire 
system. It should be possible, in case of a 
great fire, to isolate expeditiously any block 
or district whose water thains or hydrants 
had been broken. Firemen might, for ex- 
ample, be driven away so suddenly from 
a burning bdilding that hydrants or stand- 
pipes would be left flowing. It should be 
possible to cut off promptly the block so 
affected from the rest of the mains. 

The Chicago water system is furnished 
with many local gates or shutoffs, but their 
number is admittedly insufficient, and the 
arrangements for their prompt operation 
are conspicuously so, Not long ago when 
an eighteen inch water main burst in 
Bighteenth street it took about two hours to 
get the proper valve located and turned so 
as to stop the waste. Perhaps this wae as 
good -time as could, on the average, be 
made under present arrangementa When 
such an accident happens a foreman of the 
water department must be found,-he may 
have to consult charts, he may need to send 
for tools, he may have to lose time in getting

we arrive at Pracchia, the highest point on 
the line. We have reached the watershed of 
the Adriatic and the Tyrrhenian seas and are 
2,025 feet above sea level. 

This part of the road is even more beautiful 
than that through which we have just come. 
Tunnels, cuttings, and viaducts, lead us 
down the mountain side to the narrow and 
romantic ravine of the Reno. Out of the 
rock on both sides cascades spring forth and 
waterfalls, which splash upon the stone with 
pleasant sound, and fill the air about them 
with a rainbow mist, whose colors the water 
has caught from the fire of the sun. We 
pass by the summer resort of Porretta, the 
artistic modern castle of Savignano, then-by 
that cluster of peaks which surprises you by 
the suddenness with which it leaps into view ; 
beyond, the valley contracts; we go through 
tunnel after tunnel, finally to crosethe Reno, 
to skirt the grassy slopes of Monte della 
Guardia, and to approach Bologna, which

England by Messrs. Smith, Elder & Co. In 
regarg to their friends the two great poets 
of the Victorian age, Tennyson'and Brown- 
ing, were differently placed. Tennyson went 
to a great university and lived in the fore- 
most Intellectual society which Camb 


then provided. Among his friends were ee 


thur Hallam, Monckton Milnés, Spedding, 
Mefivale, and Trench. It was different with 
Browtiing, who lived at Camberwell, a most 
uninspiting suburb of London, in a noncon- 
formigt society, with an ny caniaiaioe, 
dance at lectures at University coll . 
were four men, friends of Bro r pecs 
the name of only one of whom hes been 
heard on this side of the water+that is Al-~ 
fred Domett, to whom all these lettergaread~ | 
dressed, But even he was not well Known, 
and only because he was @ friend of Brown- 
ing. He wrote a little’ butshardly: could 
have been called a writer. ; 

Most of the letters in this Boon nglinig to the 
eurliest years of Domett's s residence in New 
Zealand. Browning wrote fo him freely, and, 
while these létters will not’ have @hy great 
irfluence on contemporary literature; they 
certainly are interesting, because of the 
freedom of their commeént. 


In 1840, in reply t® a letter from Domett, 
Browning writes: 

“The one point that wants correcting is’ |. 
where you surmise that.I am * dimcult on 
system.’ No, really-—the fact is I live by 
myself, write. with no better company, and 
forget that the ‘lovers’ you méntion are 
part and parce! of thet self, and their choos- 
ing.ta compréhend my comprehensions but | 
an Indifferent testimony t6 their value.” 

In another letter Browning writes: 


I shall never read “peek What I sehé you—rettect 
on it, care about it, or fear that you will not burn 
it when I ask you... Sedo with me. And tell me, 
all about yourself, straight, without courteously 
speculating about my being, ‘\doitgs and driv- 
mgs" (unless there is somé special point you 
want to know); and’ by miy taking the same course 
(sure You care for all that touches me). we shall 
get more done in a letter than when half is wasted.

You will see, and groan! The alterations are in- 
sane. Whatever is touched ts spoiled. There is 
some woeful mental infirmity in the man—he was 
months buried im correcting the press of the last 
volume, and in that time began spoiling the new 
poems (in proof) as hard as he could. “‘ Locksley 
Hall” is shorn.of two or three couplets. I will 
copy. out from the book of somebody who. luckily 
tramecribed from the proofsheet—-meantime one 
line; you will. see, I have restored—see and won- 
der! I have been with Moxon this morning, who 
tells me that he is miserably thin skinned, sensi- 
tive to criticism (foolish criticism), wistes to see 
no notices that contain the least possible deprecta- 
tory expressions-@poor fellow! But how gdbd when 
good he is—that fioble “ Locksley Hall,’ for in- 
stance—and the “ St. Simeon Stylites **—which I 
think perfect. Do you (ves) remember our day on 
the Water last year? To think that he has omitted 
the musical “ Forget Me Not’’ song, and “ the 
Hesperides "’—and the Deserted House ’-—and 
‘everything that is his,"’ as distinguished from 
what is everybody's! Sir L. Bulwer has published 
a set of sing songs; I read two, or one, in 4 re- 
view, and thought therm abominable. Mr. Tay- 
lor’s effected, unreal putting together, called 
‘“* Bdwin the Fair,"" ie the fattest of fallen. I 
don’t remember anything else since your time. 
Dickens is back, and busy in “ doing *’ America 
for-his next numbers-—ead work. 


In another letter Browning speaks of Mac- 
auley’s “ Laye of Rome ”’ as the only novelty 
that he has to write about and describes them 
as “a kind of revengé on that literature 
which so long plagued oure with Muses 
and Apollo and Luna and all that, by taking 
the stalest subjects In it, dnd as plentifully 
pestowing on them the commonplaces of our 
indigenous ballad verse-—‘Then out spake 
brave Sir Cocles —‘ Go, k ye, stout Sir 
Consul ’—and a deal more. I have only seen

With dense clouds of smoke offering to 
cover their escape from the.bridewell yester- 
day afternoon 125 prisoners marched from 
the burning broom and chair factory of the 
prison past the open gate to their cells. None 
attempted a break for freedom, although 
Supt. Lynch admitted that it would have 
been an easy matter for the men to rush 
past the single guard stationed at the tower 
gate. 

The blaze originated in the broom corn dry- 
ing room and wae discovered by. Guard Johp 
Conway. The prisoners were unable to ex- 
tinguish the flames with their patent ex- 
tinguishers and a general alarm was turned 
in. The origin of the fire is a mystery. 


Police Sent to Aid Guards. 

“T cannot see what motive any one would 
have in setting the factory on fire,” Supt. 
Lynch said, “an& yet it is possible thet this 
was done. The might have resulted 
from spontaneous combustion. I have no 
other theories to offer.” 

As soon as the alarm was seunded in tile 
city hall.Chief of Police Collins ordered all 
the available policemen at the Deering, 
Brighton Park, Hinman, West Thirteenth 
street, Desplaines, Maxwell, Lawndale, and 
Warren avenue police stations dispatched 
to the scene to assist the bridewell guards 
in preventing the escape of prisoners and in 
transferring them to places of safety should 
the blaze spread. : 

Alarm Among Women Prisoners. 

The assistance of the olty police was not 
needed, however, as all of the prisoners 
marched in orderly single file to the chapel, 
where they were kept until the firemen gave 
assufances that there was no danger of the 
blaze spreading.
